WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy is set to throw ail 
his energy into battle for federal 
aid to public schools — but not 
parochial schools. 
Tile President told a news con­ 
ference Wednesday he thinks his 
three-year, $2.1 billion program 
for public school construction and 
teachers’ salaries is so urgent "I 
will do everything I can to have 
foe Congress take favorable action 
on this subject this year.” 
On other issues, the President 
•aid: 
He would not hesitate to re­ 
sume nuclear tests in the at­ 
mosphere if he finds them essen­ 
tial. 
There is a need under any fu­ 
ture nuclear test ban treaty with 
the Soviets for m easures not only 
to prevent sneak tests but also to 
prevent a recurrence of secret 
preparations for testing. This last 
point, in effect, added a new con­ 
dition for a treaty with the So­ 
viets. 
He feels the UmLed States must 
keep on working toward a gen­ 
eral disarm am ent treaty backed 
by effective controls. 
He stands squarely behind Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
N am ara’s refusal before Senate 
investigators 
to 
link 
individual

The question of school aid came 
up when a reporter noted that

SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 
—Major 
reorganization 
of 
the 
U.S. military aid mission in South 
Viet Nam is expected within th** 
next few' days to give the United 
States much more influence over 
the conduct of South Viet N am ’s 
war against the Communist Viet 
Cong. 
The nature of the reorganization 
is a closely guarded secret. But 
among changes expected is the 
appointment of a full general to 
head the U.S. Military Advisory 
Assistance Group here. The mis­ 
sion now is commanded by Lt. 
Gen. Lionel C. McGarr. 
Another expected change in or­ 
ganization would bring the U S. 
forces here into much closer liai­ 
son with the Vietnamese forces 
they are assigned to train and 
support. Presumably this would 
mean creation of joint U.S.-Viet­ 
nam ese command team s 
At present the 4,OOO U.S officers 
and men serving here are at the 
disposal of the Vietnamese mili­ 
tary commanders and are being 
used 
as 
the

communications, general support 
and transportation. 
So 
far, 
U.S. 
casualties

been negligible. But U S. Army

WASHINGTON (AP)—Two Mer­ 
cury astronauts are scheduled to 
make 18-orbit flights this year, a 
space agency official says. 
Jam es E. W:ebb, adm inistrator 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, said each 
flight would keep an astronaut in 
space for 27 hours. 
Webb said that beyond the Mer­ 
cury program , a m ajor launch 
scheduled for 1982 would be Oso, 
the orbiting solar observatory. 
The 440-pound Oso satellite, 37 
inches tall, will be stabilized so 
its instrum ents point continuous 
ly toward the sun. It will measure 
ultraviolet, gamma ray and Xray 
regions. 
Webb said that barring unfore­ 
seen delays, 1962 also will see: 
1. First 
interplanetary 
probes 
with missions in the vicinity of 
Venus. Two 1,100-pound M ariner 
spacecraft are designed to carry 
instruments to within 16,000 miles 
of Venus. 
2. The launching of advanced 
weather satellites designed to pro­ 
vide information from every point 
of the earth every six hours.

4. Further development of the

covered 277 bodies, and two min­ 
ers who had been pulled out alive 
died during the night. 
The Saarland Mining Authority, 
In reporting 279 known dead, ex­ 
pressed fear the toll would mount 
in West Germany’! second worst 
coal mine disaster. Most of the 
83 survivors 
in 
hospitals 
were 
listed in crucial condition. 
The mining authority early to­ 
day 
said 
"several 
miners 
are 
still trapped underground.” But 
the number was not determined. 
About IOO more of the m ine’s 
work force were not accounted 
^ to!. It was not known whether 
they, 
too, 
were 
casualties

w hether they had fled in panic 
from the disaster and were al 
home. Tile Saar radio station at 
regular intervals 
called on

such men to report to the m an­ 
agement of the state-owned mine 
so that a roll call could be taken. 
Rescue team s dug through the

Voelklingen—regarded as one of 
the safest and most modern in 
West Germany—but a spokesman 
for the mining board said "pros­ 
pects are dim that any of the 
trapped men will be recovered 
alive.”

The candidates are running for 
nomination for all six adm inistra­ 
tive posts, a seat in the U.S. Sen­ 
ate, an at-large seat in the U.S.

An announcement is expected 
today on agreem ent between the 
United States and Britain for the 
use of Christmas Island, 
more 
than a thousand miles south of 
Hawaii, as a test site. 
At his news conference Wednes­ 
day the President in effect added 
a new condition for any future 
test ban treaty with the Soviet 
Union—m easures to prevent se­ 
cret preparations for testing. This 
would be in addition to measures 
to prevent sneak tests. 
Kennedy said that in view of 
the "secretly prepared and m as­ 
sive series of 40 to 50 testa con­ 
ducted by the Soviet Union last 
fall,” final studies on resumed 
U S air tests should be completed 
‘within the month.”

guerilla a c tiv ity is unceasing. One method 
has been to sprav jungle growth along 
roads

chemical mixture is supposed to kill 
all 
the trees and brush, depriving the reds of 
their leafy hideouts. 
Chemicals were to be sprayed on farms 
in that part of the country where the reds 
get their food supplies. The spray would 
kill growing crops within four days. But 
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Washington decided against this. 
Despoiling 
e n e m y assets has always 
been an effective strategy of warfare. But I 
in this case it was held there was a dis­ 
quieting factor. Suppose nuclear warfare 
comes and millions are saved from Hie 
blasting effects of the rockets. Then the 
enemy sends other weapons to denude the 
attacked nations with these sprays. T h e 
chance of survival would be reduced still 
further. 
There is nothing attractive about nu­ 
clear war prospects. The most appealing 
alternative the human family can live 
with is that the most powerful nations get 
together with enough policing strength so 
that no nation can get started as an ag­ 
gressor. At present there is little hope of 
that.

Bureaucracy Grows and Grows 


As budgets rise, the bureaucracy of the 
federal government continues to grow. 
When last checked in November, the civil­ 
ian employes of the executive agencies had 
mounted to a total of more than 2.4 mil­ 
lion — 77,0000 more than the payroll a 
year earlier. 
This growth stems from programs start­ 
ed during the administrations of both Pres­ 
ident 
Eisenhower 
and 
President 
Ken­ 
nedy. 
Last October the President, in the face 
of growing demand that the deficit be held 
down, ordered the executive agencies to 
trim their payrolls wherever possible. The 
State Department announced it was cut­ 
ting off 500 jobs. But 50 have already been 


restored and most of the others transfer­ 
red to other departments. 
The Department of Health. Education 
and Welfare announced a cutback of 627. 
But these weren't actual reductions, only 
a shrinkage of 3.612 new positions authoriz­ 
ed before mid-1962 but not yet filled. 
In the face of this puny showing, the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administra­ 
tion is recruiting 2.000 scientists and en­ 
gineers for jobs that pay as much as $21.- 
000 a year. 
The more the government spends, the 
more people it hires. It is difficult to slow 
the growth of the bureaucracy on lower 
budgets and impossible as more money is 
provided for new programs.

Red China then is playing an ex­ 
ceptional role in Latin America 
and that role is specifically anti- 
American. It has been assumed by 
Americans that they can export 
what they call Democracy to such 
countries as Red China or Latin 
America. This has proved to be a 
fallacy. Whereas Marxism, as a 
revolutionary force, can be export­ 
ed and is accepted in alien colin 
tries. Democracy has proved to be 
unassailable. It rather develops 
as a concept of free choice over a 
long p e r i o d of time and slowly 
overcomes ancient mores and fam ­ 
ily customs. 
There are many explanations for 
this, the principal one being that 
Democracy makes for individual 
freedom which even in its mildest 
expressions is disorderly, whereas 
ancient societies wish to preserve 
discipline and order. 
The result has been that the Red 
Chinese w'ho have come into Latin 
America, as Communist evangel­ 
ists. have made extraordinary pro­ 
gress. They do not offer freedom 
or l i b e r t y but order and dis 
cipline and the power of a success­ 
ful revolution.
